Diphtheria 18, enteric fever 3, scarlet fever 24, measles 34, and pul- 
monary tuberculosis 20. 

Florida. — Eeport from the state board of health of cases of com- 
municable disease for the week ended May 22, 1909, shows as follows: 
Diphtheria. — St. Augustine and Tampa, each 2 cases. Malaria. — 
Jacksonville, 21; Tampa, 13; Mayport, Tallahassee, and Ybor City, 
each 2 cases; Bartow, Crescent City, Daytona, Manatee, Omega, Pan- 
ama Park, and Palmetto Beach, each 1 case. Tuberculosis. — Braden- 
town, Christina, Filogia, Jacksonville, Plant City, Santos, and Tampa, 
each 1 case.

Maine — Portland. — Six months ended March 6, 1909. Estimated 
population, 62,000. Total number of deaths, 451, including diph- 
theria 2, whooping cough 5, scarlet fever 4, enteric fever 12, and 26 
from tuberculosis. Cases: Diphtheria 50, enteric fever 48, and 
scarlet fever 77.
